The home where the above pic­ 
tures were taken is known as the

picture shows a few of the 1600 
children which the American Relief 
Administration has been feeding in 
this particular institution, and the 
other shows some of the girls at the

The unfairness to the fanner of 
the Edison-Ford "commodity mon­ 
ey" scheme, although ostensibly 
aimed to improve his economic po­ 
sition, is discussed in the present 
nrticle, which is the third in a se- 
riea prepared by the American 
Bankers 
Association, 
reviewing 
the exposure of the weaknesses of 
the plan as presented by William 
T. Foster. Director of the Pollack 
Foundation 
for 
Economic 
Re­ 
search. 
Briefly, the plan, sponsored by 
Thomas Edison and Henry Ford, 
would 
provide 
tor 
Government 
warehousing of basic commodities, 
against which currency would be 
loaned, during storage, to the pro­ 
ducer without interest, up to half 
the average value of the products 
for the previous twenty-five years. 
On the other halt of the value the 
producey 
would 
receive 
certifi­ 
cates which he could sell or use 
tor bank loans. 
Restricted CrsdK 
In that provision allowing tor 
Oovernment loans only up to half 
the average value for twenty-five 
years' Mr. Foster finds particular 
weakness 
In 
the 
scheme. 
He 
points out that prices have risen 
80 high since 1896 that the farm er 
could borrow on most products 
much less than halt the present 
value of the products—much less, 
in fact, than he could borrow di- 
recjUy from the banka. 
Lg)ans on 
the other halt the value, which 
wonld be on- virtually a second 
mortgage basis, he says, would not 
bn dqcitoble far the banks. 
“The plan Is not fair even to 
farm ers i It Involvea unjust dis­ 


crim ination," 
Mr. 
Foster 
says. 
"The Edison plan fixes the loan 
values of all products absolutely, 
uniformly and arbitrarily. 
It ig­ 
nores the relative prospects of dif­ 
ferent commodity m arkets. 
Only 
by the m erest chance would such 
a method give a fair loan valua­ 
tion. 
Fifty per cent of the aver­ 
age price for the previous twenty- 
five years would be too high for 
some commodities and too low for 
m ost of them. 
W ith such details 
the Edison plan Is not concerned. 
Banks Fairer to Farmers 
“The general practice of the 
banks Is not only fairer to farm­ 
ers, but it la sounder business. 
There is no Justification for basing 
the loan value of anything upon 
average 
prices 
In 
past 
years. 
Sound banking practice looks to 
the future. 
A bank—tor the pro­ 
tection of Us depositors, it for no 
other 
reason — m ust 
consider 
above everything the prospects ot 
getting its money back. 
And a 
farm er’s prospects ot repaying a 
loan from the sale ot his product 
depend entirely on future prices, 
not at all on past prices. 
Last 
year’s runs do not count In this 
year’s game." 
As to the claim th at the Edison 
plan would curb speculatlou In 
farm products, Mr. Foster says: 
"There la nothing in the Edison 
plan that would tend to abolish 
speculation. Even after the farm­ 
er had stored bis products and ob­ 
tained a loan from the Govern­ 
ment, he would still be free to sell 
his products outright to specula­ 
tors. 
The farm er would have all 
the Inducements to sell that he 
has today, and speenlators would 
have all the Inducements to buy. 
"Clearly, then, the Edison plan 
would not provide a money th at Is 
sounder 
than 
gold 
money; 
It 
would not provide a money less 
subject to fluctuation In value; it 
would not enable farm ers to ob­ 
tain larger loans than they can 
now obtain; It would not divorce 
agriculture from the banking sys­ 
tem; and It would not eliminate 
speculation In farm producto."

9—A Barred 
Rock hen which laid 28 eggs during 
the month of May, led all other ooii- 
tendcrs in the North Dakota Agris 
cultural college flocks, according to 
O. A. Barton, poultry busbaiidinau, 
who reports th a t 14 of the 199 lay­ 
ing hens produced two dozen or more 
eggs during th at month. 
Second place was also taken by a 
Barred Rock which laid 27 eggs, and 
third by a S. C. W hite Leghorn with 
26 cgs. 
Of the 14 high producers, 
six were W hite Leghorns, three Bar­ 
red Rocks, twb Buff W yandotts, and 
one each of White Rocks, S. C. Reds 
and R. C. Brown Leghorns. 
“These figures are not representa­ 
tive of the relative value of the dif­ 
ferent breeds for egg production,” 
Mr. Barton declares, “due to the 
fact th a t we do not have the same 
number of laying hens of each breed. 
However, they do show th at high 
egg production is possible with any 
good breed of chickens, provided they 
g et proper care, feed and quarters." 
A total of 3,136 eggs were laid 
during, the month by the 190 hens iii 
the flock, or an average of 16.5 eggs 
p er hen per month. Of the 199 hens 
66 laid 20 eggs or more during the 
month.

Third Article Shows How Cred- 


His Need.

the Edison-Ford "commodity mon-

As to the claim that the Edison 


plan would curb speculation in 
farm products, Mr. Foster says: 


"There to nothing in the Edison 


plan that would tend to abolish, 
speculation. Even after the farm* 
er had stored Us products, and ob- 
tained a loan from the Govern- 
ment, ha would still be tree to sea 
his products outright to specula- 
tors. The farmer would have all 
the Inducements to sen that he 
has today, and speculators would 
have all the inducements to buy. 


"Clearly, thea, the Edison plan 


would not provide a money that to 
sounder than, gold 
money;

A. R. A. Withdrawing, leaves Food 
For Russian Children Weakened 
By Hard Years of the Famine 


Although 
the American Relief 
Administration is rapidly withdraw­ 
ing its personnel and planning to 
end its work in Russia, Russian 
children frum Petrograd to Odessa, 
in thousands of schools and chil­ 
dren’s homes, are still sitting down 
happily to their daily meal of 
A. R. A. food. 
Colonel William N. Haskell, when 
he agreed to feed up to 3,000,000 
Russian children to the coming 
harvest, requisitioned sufficient food 
3 enable him to carry o 
ram. 
As the Relief Ad- 
)n withdraws from the 
districts, supplies are left behind in 
the haniis of the various committees 
organized to carry on the work in 
quantities sufficient to meet the esti­ 
mated need until the new harvest is 
gathered. 
The photograph shows 
one of the ^mailer feeding centers 


in Moscow. It is maintained for the 
children who are pupils In the school 
pictured, but it is typical of what 
the A. R. A. is doing all over Russia. 
The faces of the children are the 
best index of the success which the 
American Relief Administration has 
attained in counteracting the rav­ 
ages of famine and unoemourish- 
mcnt. 
They tell, better even than 
the letters which the children write 
to their American benefactors, how 
much the nourishing cocoa, the corn 
grits and the fats, the good wheat 
Hour and American milk nave meant 
to 
the 
millions 
of half-starved 
urchins, many of them orphans, 
many of them merely lost or aban­ 
doned, who have found their wa 
into the Russian institutions—insti­ 
tutions so destitute of funds as to 
be unable to provide the bare de­ 
cencies for healthful living. 
The prospects are that the com- 


ing harvest will bring to Russia food 
enough to care for her teeming mil­ 
lions and leave a goodly surplus to 
be exported. Because it is purely an 
emergency organization for the re­ 
lief of famine, the American Relief 
Administration 
believes that the 
harvest time should see the end of 
its Russian program. 
The task, of 
relieving the general poverty tha* 
exists because of the breakdown of 
the industrial life of the country 
and the diaorganization of the aocial 
and economic structures and the 
slow work of reconstruction and 
rehabilitation 
is 
left 
to 
other 
agencies.

But whatever may be done for 
them In the future, there are mil­ 
lions of children In Russia who will 
cherish the memory of the “Ahra'V 
kitchens, where they ate strange but
